Wednesday afternoon. 
The accident was

corn patch on the north side of the rail- 
road. They were stopped at the tracks by 
a fast west-bound passenger train passing 
the crossing.

approaching at the rate of 60 miles an 
hour.

DEATH OF ROBERT M. YARDLEY. 
Hon. Robert M. Yardley is"dead. 
The universal eorrrow with which this 


announcement will be received will be un- 
derstood by every man who has grasped 
his hand or heard his kindly voice. 


Hon. Robert 
M. Yardley, 
formerly 


Representative in Oongreas and a leading 
member of the Bucks County Bar, and 
without question the most popular citizen 
of Doylestpwn, died suddenly in his law 
office in the Hart Building shortly before 
10 o'clock Tuesday morning. Upon no 
occasion has. the death of a oitiien of 
Doylestown caused such pain and sorrow 
among people of all classes, a deep regret 
that will be shared by thousands throug- 
hout the county. 
Mr. Yardley entered his office on Tues- 


day morning apparently as well as usual, 
though his health has not been good for 
several years. Oscar Bean, student at law, 
was in the office when M. Yardley entered. 
He retired to his private office and was 
soon seated at bis desk. Mr. Bean heart 
Mr Yardley groan slightly but attached 
no BigniBcance to it at the moment know- 
ing that ho suffered with dyspepsia and 
was frequently in pain, but when the low 
moan WBB repeated he hurried into the 
private office and tound Mr. Yardley sink- 
ing from the chair. 
In a moment he was 


dead. Dr. Felix Murphy WBB hastily sum- 
moned from his office across the street 
andlaUr Dr. Frank B. Swartzlander ap- 
peared, only to oonnrm Mr. Bean's fears. 
It was but a few minuteB before a halt 
dozen or more of Mr. Yardley'B intimate 
friends were present. His body was gent- 
ly placed upon the floor until a cot could 
be obtained and it was a sad and mourn- 
ful group that gathered about the dead 
man, the Bilence broken by the sobs of 
those unable to control their emotions. 


nnnsual ability and was not long In 
achieving success. Governor Hartranft in 
1877 appointed him a Notary Public, 
which offloe he held until 1880 when he re- 
signed to take the office of District Attor- 
ney to which he had been elected at the 
preceding November election. This office 
he fllled with signal ability. In 1884 he 
WPS e'ected a delegate to the Republican 
National convention held in Chicago and 
in 1886 was elected by the Republicans of 
this district, then the Seventh, to the 
Fiftieth Congress. He received the large 
majority ot 1299 votes over the Democrat- 
ic and Prohibition candidates. 
He was 


extremely popular in the House and was 
always proud of the fact that among his 
warm personal friendB waa the late Presi- 
dent MoKlnley. At the expiration of his 
first term in Congress Mr. Yardley was 
again the nominee of his party and was 
elected, serving altogether four years. 
When his term expired he took up his 
practice of law, but continued to be 
actively Interested in politics and was re- 
garded as one of the ablest and most 
trustworthy leaders of hiB party. 
In 1891 


he waB appointed Receiver of the Key- 
stone National Bank, of Philadelphia, in 
which his work was so efficient that in 
1894 he was appointed Receiver of the 
Spring Garden National Bank of that 
city. 
After this work was finished Mr. 


Yardley devoted himself exclusively to the 
practice of the law. 


Whenever his influence and advice were 


Bought in worthy local enterprises they 
were never withheld. He became a direc- 
tor in the Doylestown Electric Company, 
Doylestown 
Gas Company 
and Bucks 


County Trust Company. He was a mem- 
ber of the Masonic Lodge here, and also a 
member of Aqnetong Lodge of Odd Fellow 
and Lenape Council, Royal Arcanum. 
He was President of 
the Doylestown 


School Board at the time of his death, 
and a member of th« local Board of 
Health. Though he would have preferred 
to devote hl( time to his profession Mr. 
Yardley continued to be prominent and 
influential in the councils of his party and 
waa frequently called upon to act as dele- 
gate to State and Congressional conven- 
tions. In the last State convention, to 
which be was delegate, he was appointed 
chairman of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. 
_. 
Mr. Yardley was twice married. 
His 


first wile waB Miss Clara Bell, of Doyles- 
town, who died in 1883. Several years 
after her death he married Mrs. Reba M. 
James, widow of the late Levi L. James, 
Esq. and daughter of Former Sheriff John 
M. Purdy, of Doylestown, who survives 
him. 
He had no children 


It may be aaid without fear of contra- 


diction that Robert M. Yardley was the 
most popular citizen of the county, lie 
was known to every citizen of prominence. 
Generous in his impulses, loyal to his 
friends, kind and sympathetic with all, 
few men have so universally esteemed. 
He never pretended to be what he was 
not. 
Frank and Bineere himself, be in- 


spired these attributes in others. Simple 
and unaffected in hip deportment and lov- 
inz his fellowmen, they loved him in turn 
and such as came t» him in^rouble were 
never turned" away. It was these attubutes 
tbat endeared him to all the people and 
which make bis death an occasion- for the 
deepest sorrow ana rejiret.

Infant Insurance. 


Philadelphia Ledger. 


The sjstem maintained by some mutual 


benefit associations under which a small 
weekly payment secures the promise of 
medical attendance and of necessary fun- 
eral expenses in ease of the illness or 
death of a child is an unobjectionable 
form of mutual assistance. 
Carefully 


conducted upon a purely mutual basis, 
it may promote thrift and allord 
relief 


in distress. The promise .of a cash pay- 
ment upon the death of a child is a 
different thing altogether, and ought not 
to be encouraged or allowed. The prin- 
ciple of life insurance does not apply to 
aj infant. 
A parent insures his life for 


the benefit of his chilren, to compensate 
them for the loss of his support by 
death. 
The death of a child inflicts no 


such loss on the parent. On the con- 
trary, it relieves him from the cost of 
the child's maintenance, 
and in a 


financial sense is a benefit to him. 
The 


parent has not what is recognized as an 
"insurable interest'' in the child's life 
and, 
therefore, he has not a lawful right 


to insurance upon it. 


That our Pennsylvania statutes do not 


forbid 
infant 
life insurance does not 


legitimatize it. The statutes are at fanlt, 
as they have been in the latitude they 
have allowed for various forma of immoral 
jumbling upon life and death. The prac- 
tice is contrary to publio policy, 
and 


should be prohibited to any association 
that presumes to car y on business un- 
der the authority of the State. 


The custom has nothing to justify it 


in theory, and in practice we know it to 
»e dangerous. 
It offers a cash premium 


lor death of a child, and the tempta- 
tions to infanticide, direct or indirect, 
are already far too great among poor 
people struggling under the burden of 
large famlies. It may seem a monstrous 
idea that parents 
would 
allow their 


children to die for the sake of a paltry 
sum of money; but we know, as a fact, 
that parents have done so, that even 
i mothers love may yield to base cupid- 
ity. 
The demoralizing influence of this 


practice has been too often shown to ad- 
mit of its defense, nnd it is the plain duty 
of the Legislature to forbid it altogether.

Scientific American. 


The attitude of the Board of Aldermen 


of New York In holding np the franchise 
for the construction of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad tunnel b neath Manhattan Is one 
of the most shamefaced exhibitions of 
political tyranny that ever disgraced the 
city of New York. Here is a great corpora- 
tion which offers to remove the insular 
disadvantages under 
which 
this city 


labors, owing to Its being cut off by the 
Hudson River from direct railroad com- 
munication with the West, .by building, 
entirely at its own expense, costing some- 
ethlng like {60,000,000, a vast engineering 
work in which, for many years to come, it 
cannot hope to realize a penny of interest. 
The tunnel will be built at such a depth 
below the street grnde that there will 
practically be no interference with traffic, 
and but little very surface indication 
that such a vast excavation is being made. 
From the point of view of transportation 
the gain to New York city will be simply 
enormous; 
and as to the question of 


rental, there have not b;eo wanting many 
prominent citizens, and especially those 
who understand transportation problems, 
who have declared that the charging of 
any rental whatever to a company that is 
voluntarily providing such a beneficial 
scheme to the city, is altogether unwar- 
ranted. The ultimatum which has been 
presented by the la-vyers of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, stating that if 
further opposition develops th«y will drop 
the 
scheme 
altogether, 
is perfectly 


natural. While we should greatly regret to 
see the threat carried through, its execu- 
tion would be a logical outcome of the ex- 
asperating and disgraceful tactics employ- 
ed by the Board of Aldermen.

It has been unjustly reported by people 


who seem to prefer a He to the truth, that 
Walter F. Leedom, of Bristol, had at- 
empttd to stop the proprietors of Lang- 
loroe coal yards from shipping coal to 
irietol and that Leedom had encouraged 
an advance of fifty cents a ton on coal at 
he Langborne yards. The persons who 
irculate such reports must, indeed, be 


very narrow-minded. In truth, it was 
.hrough Leedom that Briitol people got 
to buying coal at Langhorne, during the 
present famine. He recommended every 
one who had a team to drive out there and 
ret coal and 1 e also used his 'phone freely 
.n the effort to engage coal for our people, 
when there was not a penny of profit in it 
for himself. A great many persons who 
nave been benefited can verify this state- 
ment. On Monday Mr. Leedom hauled 
coal from Lenghorne delivering it to 
families on Mill and Dorrance streets for 
exactly whtt he paid for it, plus the haul- 
ing. 
As to the alleged advance of fifty 


cents per ton, we are informed there hai 
been no such advance. One dealer al 
Langhorne hae been selling coal for $6.75 
at the yard. Another dealer has been 
selling Lehigh coal for $7.50, and the idea 
of a Bristol competitor dictating prices t< 
another dealer is certainly amusing, and 
if he should attempt sucb a thing be 
would, in all probability, be insulted for 
bis audacity.

It is easy for som 
dealers, whose yards are bare, to quot 
low prices for the sake of making troubl 
for the other fellow.

Coal Famine in Bristol. 


Bristol is experiencing the distressing 


discomforts of a coal famine. 
At the 


present time with the mercury fallng far 
bolow the freezing point, not a coal dealer 
in the borough has a pound of coal to sup- 
ply clamoring and distressed would-be 
customers. It is fair to presume that 
nine-tenths of the coal bins in town are 
empty 
with very little prospect of re- 


plenishment. 


A regular procession of people has been 


travelling to a Bath street dealer's office 
in the search for coal. They have been 
coming with baskets, buckets and bags, 
carts and rack wagons—all clamoring for 
coal. Last week word having been re- 
ceived that a Langhorne dealer, whose 
yard is on the line of the Reading road, 
had coal, there was a stampede of Bristol 
people to his place, and the telephone 
wires were kept hot by people making in- 
quiries. On Monday at one time forty 
teams were at the lucky coal yards, and 
several carloads of coal wete cleaned out 
in short order. 
Teams oven from Burl- 


ington came over on the ferry and pro- 
ceeded to Langhorne in the mad quest for 
coal. 
A number of Bristol people got 


coal at the Langhorno yards. 
Farmers 


and their rack wagons were pressed into 
service to convey the precious lumps to 
Bristol. On an average $7.50 a gross ton 
was paid for the anthracite at the yards, 
and the teamsters charged $4 a load of 
two tons to haul it the seven miles into 
Bristol,.,.!
